Lodge, an army officer in the 
recent war, asked the Senate arm- 
services committee to authorize 
enlistment of the “cream of the 
young manhood of Europe.” 

The Foreign volunteers would 
be carefully screened and be eli- 
gible for citizenship after five 
years under Lodge's propojal. 

Such a plan ,he said, would cut 
down the number of men required 
by the proposed temporary draft 
and also aid in starting the univer- 
sal military training program.

gram. I am satisfied that the 
atomic program is proceeding in 
the interest of the protection of 
America.” 

Meanwhile, the chairman of the 
Senate-House atomic energy com- 
mittee said today he believes that 
if war comes again this country 
should use the bomb with the aim 
of shortening the conflict and sav- 
ing lives. 

Senator Hickenlooper (R-Iowa) 
put it this way to a reporter: 

“IT do. not think the bomb should 
be used indiscriminately. But I 
have no qualms about our using 
it strategically, where it will be 
an efficient means of ending the 
war.” 

As for whether the United 
States might refrain from using 
the bomb in fear of retaliation by 
an enemy who might possess it, 
Hickenlooper said: 

“Evidence suggests that we and 
our enemies in the recent world 
war held off from usimrg poison 
gas, not in fear of retaliation but 
because it was not considered a 
decisive weapon. 

“But the atomic bomb is a de- 
cisive weapon, although just how 
decisive may be arguable.”

To Blast Reds 


BOGOTA, Colombia (/)—Dip- 
lomats said today the 21-nation 
Pan-American conference is al- 
most certain to spell, out a strong 
condemnation of communist in- 
filtration in the western world. 

This attitude of the delegates 
became clear when Secretary of 
State George C. Marshall receiv- 
ed unanimous assurance that the 
question of subversive activities 
could be put on the conference 
program. 

Marshall’s proposal at the open- 
ing session yesterday came as a 
surprise. Observers had not ex- 
pected the United States to bring 
up communism at the parley, call- 
ed to discuss inter-American af- 
fairs.
